Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, dravyn to a method for determining a desired value for an 
operating voltage of an integrated circuit comprising the step of measuring 
at least one parameter which is a leakage current or an operating speed, 
classified in class 324, subclass 522. 

II. Claims 1 5-24, drawn to a voltage regulator for providing an operating 
voltage to an integrated circuit comprising a signal generator and a 
programmable logic device classified in class 323, subclass 322. 

III. Claims 25-26, drawn to a circuit for determining a desired value for an 
operating voltage, classified in class 327, subclass 7. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus (voltage regulator) as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process such as a process for programming 
electrically programmable non-volatile memory cells as shown by U S Patent No. 
6,175521. 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct If it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
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practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)).ln the instant case the apparatus (circuit) as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process such as a process for controlling threshold 
voltage in a CMOS circuit as shown by U S Patent No. 4,670670. 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as a voltage regulator for providing an operating voltage to an integrated circuit. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
